Blacks Shun 
School Tests 
In S. Africa 


JOHANNESBURG, Nov. 2 (AP). 
—Hundreds of young blacks boy- 
cotted school examinations today 
and many of them will have to 
Tepeat a school year before whey 
are again qualified to take the 
tests, which include high school 
finals. i 


“In Soweto, the large township 
10 miles outside Johannesburg, 
there was virtually a 100-per-cent 
boycott of the examinations, in 
Kathlehong township outside 
Germiston, east of here, students 
went into the examination room 
but left after receiving test 
papers. 

Blacks student leaders called 
for the boycott in memory of 
more than 350 persons killed over 
the last four months in riots. 
The riots began as protests 
against the compulsory teaching 
of some school subjects in Afri- 
kaans, the Dutch-based language 
of the majority of whites in 
South Africa. 


Strike Is Failure 


Although their boycott of 
school examinations was widely 
effective, the student leaders’ call 
for a weeklong work stoppage by 
blacks in this area has been 
less successful. Johannesburg em- 
ployers reported near-normal 
turnouts by their black staffs to- 
dey. There were similar reports 
yesterday, the first day of the 
planned stoppage. 

Police fired tear gas today to 
break up a crowd of about 350 
blacks clashing over the strike 
call,

The Lower House of Parliament 
todey passed a sweeping set of 
constitutional amendments that 
were expected to significantly 
shift ‘the balance of power in 
the Indian government. 

The vote, of 360 to 4, with 
most of members of the opposi- 
tion boycotting and some still 
in jail as political prisoners, was 
ene of the most significant mile- 
stones so far along the authori- 
tarlan course that Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi's government set 
on 16 months ago. when it 
suspended civil liberties. 

‘Together with the government's 
decision, anncunced last Satur- 
day, t postpone national elec- 
tions for a second time, the 
alterations in the constitution 
give a new aspect of permanence 
to a state of affairs that had 
originally been presented 23 


temporary. 

“They're codifying the state of 
emergency, giving force of law 
to the concentration of power 
in Mrs. Gandhi's hands,” said 
Asoka Mehia. 8. leader of the 


opposition. 

“After this, there's nothing 
much for us,” he added. 

By adj.sting dozens of pas- 
sages in India's 26-year-old con- 
stitution, the bill passed today 
substantially enhances the power 
of Parliament and the Prime 
Minister and diminishes the 
power of the courts, which have 
often been 2 bastion of resistance 
to the central government's stern 
new posture,

Φ Judicial review of ordinary 
laws is taken away from the 
lower courts, and the Supreme

Φ India’s largely ceremonial 
President is deprived of any 
political power at all, in a sec- 
tion directing that he “shall act 
in accordance” with the advice 
given to him by the Prime Min- 
ister and the Cabinet. 

© The President, acting at the 
Prime Minister's direction, is 
empowered for ὕπο years to 
amend the constitution by ex- 
ecutive order in any way that 
would help effect the omnibus 
legislation. 

“In this bill, we have taken 
many steps which history will 
show are vital and necessary for 
the progress of our country and 
the prosperity of our people,” Law 
Minister H. R. Gokhale declared 
in the parliamentary chamber 
today, just before the vote. ‘The 
most important thing we are 
doing is putting beyond doubt 
the supremacy of Parliament, in 
unequivocal terms." 

The bill is yet to be passed by 
the more ceremonial Upper House 
and by a majority of the state 
legislatures and to be signed by 
President Fakhruddin AH Ahmed, 
No obstacle was expected any- 
where along the line, 

Its passage in the Lower House, 
the chamber with most political 
significance, was never in doubt, 
since the Congress party controls 
more than two-thirds of the seats, 
even with 81] members present. 

Most of the opposition members 
have been bi Parliament 
Since the bill was introduced early 
tn September, protesting censor- 
ship of news accounts of th 
proceedings and the continued 
imprisonment of more than two 
dozen members of Parliament. 

The action on the amendments 
15 regarded by both the govern- 
ment and its opponents as mo- 
Mmentous and among the most 
important legislative actions since 
June of last year, when Mrs. Gan- 
d@hi declared a state of emergency 
in the face of what she said was 
8 grave threat of subversion. 

The government contends that 
the constitutional changes are 

to achieve “sacio-eco- 
Xomic revolution” and to aiding 
in the war against poverty, ignor- 
ance and disease.

Moving into the final days with 
the muscle power of his incum- 
bency solidly fiexed, Mr, Ford 
arrived in Cincinnati, Ohio, to 
issue his long-awaited statement 
on nuclear polley. ZI 

The plans, he sald, included 
money to expand the government's 
uraniom-enrichment plant in 
Portamouth, Ohio, spelling “6,000 
new jobs for southern Ohio.”

Near 
the shorefront, {t is traversed by 
a street named after the Kaiser's 
chancellor, Bismarck; many of the 
other cross streets bear the names 
of the Kaiser's generale But 
Goeringstrasse is not named after 
the Nazi leader but his father, a 
colonial administrator.

offers all the traditional Kuchen 
and Torte, with or without a gob 
of Schlagsahne. 


On the monument to the ma- 
Tines who fell in the Herero up- 
rising of 1904—edjudged by his- 
torians to be a classic genocide 
of an indigenous people by colo- 
nial forces—the flag of the 
Kaiser's army is flown on festive 
occasions. The territory is called 
Sudwest by the quarter of the 
white population whose first 
tongue is German. A strong Nazi 
movement existed in South-West 
Africa until the Germans were 
interned during World War 1, 
and vestiges, strengthened by 
Nazis who took refuge here after 
the war, survive.

ly expresses that view. 

Germans have offered no more 
resistance to the integration of 
many public facilities than other 
whites in the , Since 
last year, South-West Africa—un- 
like “the republic,” ss South 
Africa 15 called here—has remov- 
ed separate entrances to public 
buildings and lifted the color bar 
at hotels and restaurants. 

It 1s the slightly more relaxed 
atmosphere between the races, 
ag well as the depth of the Ger- 
man tradition, that most strike 
the visitor from South Africa. 


Racial Attitudes 


But there are hard Mmits in 
racial attitudes that differ little 
from those in “the republic” and 
which were expressed in many 
casual conversations, A hitch- 
hiker, ἃ 23-year-old Afrikaner 
teaching woodworking at a ura- 
nium mine near here, expounded 
what probably were representa- 
tive racial views in 200 miles of 
driving. 

He thought he was typical of 
his generation, he said, more 
modern than that of his parents. 
They would not secept multiracial 
povernment; he would. He would 
accept blacks living in the house 
next door and their children 
sharing classrooms with the chil- 
dren he and his wife are hop- 
ing for, 

But he added that whatever 
he said did not go for his wife, 
who comes from “the republic.” 
She is unhappy in South-West 
Africa, he said, because of the 
racial situation now and its 
prospects for the future. If ma- 
jority rule comes, he said, they 
will probably cross the border 
with many others.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (WP). 
—Viking-2 found no dead organic 
matter in the soll sample it took 
from under @ rock on Bars, and 
seientists have given up using 
Viking to confirm or disprove the 
existence of life on the planet. 

‘That's just about it, the last 
chance we had to find fosails on 
Mars with Viking,” Viking plan- 
ning director Gentry Lee said yes- 
terday from Pasadena’s Jet Pro- 
pulsion Laboratory, the site from 
which Viking is directed. “I think 
we have to conclude that there is 
no hope of finding dead organisms 
on Mars with Viking.” 

The last of three tests by VI- 
king-2 of α soil sample dug from 
under a rock rolled over by the 

‘3 mechanical arm 
showed no signs of fossil lite. The 
test was done by heating the 
sample to 900 degrees, hot enough 
to break down any complex amino 
acid that would have been left 
behind if living organisms had 
perished there. 

The sample was the second 
analyzed by Viking-2 for fossil 
orgapies and almost surely the 
last. The instrument that does 
the organic analysis on Viking had 
only two of its three ovens in 
working condition. An oven can 
only be used once for each soll 
sample.

An effort by Communist states, backed by 
some Third World states, to gain interna- 
tlonal approval for thelr own narrow view

This draft, anathema to open societies with 
a free-press tradition, was approved at a 
preliminary conference in Paris last Decem- 
ber by 41 of the 80 or so delegations there. 
Had the United States and 13 other Western 
nations not just waiked out on an anfi- 
Zionism resolution, it would have failed. 
But it carried and 15 now the centerpiece at 
Nalrobi. Realizing that approval of this 
Communist-model draft—on top of Unesco's 
previous anti-Israel moves—would wipe out 
what's left of U.S. support for participation 
in Unesco, the U.S. delegation is trying to 
head the draft off.

who didn't vote. 

If you are ane of these non- 
participants, you bave hardly 
been able to open a newspaper 
or light your tube 
lately without 
being subjected to 
the abuse of high- 
minded experts on 
the democratte 
condition. 

All this non- 
voting, they say, 
will be the end ἃ οἱ 
American democ- gam 
racy if it im’'t 
stopped. I doubt 
it Tthink Amer Saker 
ican democracy will go on pretty 
Tmauch as it always has, for better 
or for worse, leaving us, as usual, 
at the mercy of providence and 
maniacs, A big turnout? So 
much the better, of course. 

The facts about nonvoting are 
More {interesting than the critics 
suggest with their talk about pub- 
lic cynicism and callousness to- 
ward the democratic tradition. 

One fact is that the American 
system has long operated on 
the assumption that it is un- 
healthy to have toa many people 
voting. Another fact ts that, to 
prevent this unhealthy situation 
from arising, the American sys- 
tem has always deliberately made 
it very hard for people to vote. 
Tt still does. 

‘The system, οἱ course, is made 
up of the persons elected to oper- 
ate the system. Once a person 
gets elected, why should he wish 
to change the composition of a 
constituency which has been wise 
encugh to put him in office? 

Quite naturally, he reasons 
any electorate that elects him 
must be the best of all possible 
electorates. He becomes uneasy 
when someone proposes that 
strangers be admitted. Such peo- 
Ple could be ignorant, hotheaded, 
fcolish, dangerous. The Jaw must 
be fashioned to guard the repub- 
lc against such people. 

And this, of course, is the way 
the law is still fashioned. The 
more blatant methods for keeping 
Beople from voting have been 
gradually tucked away in the his- 
tory books, but the subtle devices 
for keeping the vote small con- 
tinue to do the job. 

The aim of these devices is to 
make it hard for people to vote, 


to make it so hard that the pol- 
iticlans will not have to fret 
about any but the most resolute 
of citizens. 

Among the obstacles to voting 
are the registration laws, To the 
timid classes these pose difficul- 
ties of which our more learned 
commentators seem unaware. You 
have to know that you can’t vote 
unless you are registered. Many 
Pecple dont know that. 

Many of those who do know 
It don't know when, where or how 
to register. or how to find out. 
The registration office may be 
open only during 2 person's work- 


izing that when they have lost’ a 
couple of hours in pay, arrived 


depended upon heavy voter par- 
tained. 


A bill calling for registration by 
postcard was before Congress this 
fall. It would have made it easier 
for many more people to vote. Not 
surprisingly, Congress let it die. 

In @ country as big as ours, 
there is no reason why the voting 
should be confined to a day. 

There ts no reason why the 
business must be settled within 
8 constricting time spat. An elec- 
tion is not a football game. The 
tight time limit on voting gives 
8. big advantage, however, to the 
crganized candidate with the re- 
sources to get his vote to the 
polls. We are not likely to see 
this fellow voting for amendments 
which will destroy his advantage. 

Not lkely. American politics 
has flourished on the small 
vote, It is unnatural to expect 
the system to change now simply 
because Messrs, Carter and Ford 
bave less to stimulate the non- 
participants than most previous 
candidates they haven't voted for 
or against, 

People who didn't make it to 
the polls needn't feel rotten about 
it. The small vote is as American
